They behaved themſclyes all along from ; yburm agreeable to 
the CharaQers aforementioned. Captain Ialrot ſeemed the moſt wncon- 
cerned, Two Miniſters went to Tybzrn, to be ready to give them their 
heavenly Aſſiſtance : To whom they again repeated their Confeſiions,of ha- 
ving been Guilty of what they were come to that place for, and exhorted 
all others to take care how they were by the ſly Inſinuations of wicked men | 
drawn into thoſe horrid Praftices; and fo taking leave of their Relations, 
re{izn'd themſelves to the fatal Sentence, Cc.
